Many merchant'' and retail dealers 
in Gettysburg and all over the State 
of Pennsylvania will feature apple dis­ 
plays and advertisements in general, 
and efforts will be made everywhere to 
amuse the people of the State to the 
truth of the old saw “An apple a day 
keeps the doctor away.” 
For this is 
apple week, and it has been estimated 
that this year a bushel and a half of 
apples was grown here for every man, 
woman and child living within the 
limits of the State. 
Pennsylvania’s “Apple Week” starts 
with Hallowe’en and ends with elec­ 
tion day, and during that time each 
person in the state will have an op­ 
portunity to judge for himself the 
superiority of the homegrown apple 
over the various varieties with w'hich 
the markets are flooded. 
The west­ 
ern apple which is so often seen here, 
may have a better appearance than 
the native nroduct, but it requires but 
a trial to convince the most sceptical 
that for flavor, the Pennsylvania ap­ 
ples have all others “skinned a mile.” 
The State Department of Agricul­ 
ture is out with a call to people to 
observe the week and help market a 
portion of the huge crop raised this 
year. 
According to 
folks at 
the 
State Capitol, Pennsylvania will pro­ 
duce approximately 12,133,000 bush­ 
els of apples this year as compared 
with 1,700,000 
bushels 
of 
apples 
last year. 
In other words, there is 
a bushel and a half of apples grown 
in the State this year for every mr.n, 
woman and child living within 
the 
confines of the Commonwealth. 
According to Secretary 
of

culture Fred Rasmussen, the W est­ 
ern fruit can in no manner 
com­ 
pare with Pennsylvania 
apples 
in 
flavor or texture and that once the

Mrs. Edgar filed suit for divorce 
after her husband had

for her debts. 
He explained the ad­ 
vertisements by saying that his wife, 
who is twenty years his junior, had 
become a 
victim 
of 
the hypnotic 
influence of suave and wily 
sales­ 
women, who would call her on 
the 
telephone and induce her to purchase 
garments which she did not need. 
He suggested that there should be 
a “league of 
husbands” to combat
